On page 2 of the amendment the applicant argues that Riskin does not teach a desired broadcasting information streams based on call 
related information. The examiner respecfully disagrees. 

Riskin discloses on column 8, lines 3-12 that the system acquires 2 items from the caller the caller's telephone number and the dialed 
number which is the call related information. Further, a proper message is announced [downloaded] to the caller according to the caller's 
information. Therefore, Riskin clearly reads on the claimed "determining step (e.g. claim 19), because Riskin can determine a proper 
message for the caller by determining a proper dealer's number. Noted, claims 1 and 19 use "comprising" which is an open ended 
transitional phr|fe. Both claims fail to exclude the step of calling a right location for the proper message of Riskin. 

And on Page 3 the applicant argues about Riskin not disclose the current news, advertising is not current newsThe examiner respecfully 
disagrees. 

It is inherent that Riskin system includes current news (i.e. advertising message) about a product . Also, it is noted that the content of a 
message (such as news or adversiting message) is not a allowable subject matter. One skilled in the art would place messages with 
different content into the system of Riskin to service the need of the users. 
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
